Orders by Government. 








Tue Honorable the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council is pleased tw pass the following 
Regulations, with a vicw to prevent the irre- 
gularity and inconvenience to which tlie pree 
Scnl mode of receiving and issuing Cepper 
Cuinage at the Public Frcasurics, has been 
found Kable. : . 

In all payments of Copper on account of 
the Revenues of Govermmeut, whether Land. 
rent or Fases, the Collector, Native or Ein 
ropean, shall make it-an invariable cule to <e. 
parate the several Current Coïrages into heaps, 
ou this separation being made, he shalt count 
off a certain number of each Coinage, and 
weigh the remainder by the sum so counted 
off. 

He shall carefally pack the different Cop. 
per Cuindge in scparate bags or boxes, and 
number aud mark on each their respective 
Cuntent3. 

He shall invariably remit the sums collected. 
(every week, fortuight, or month,) to the 
Resident wnder whose authority he may be, 

The remittance to be invariably accompa. 
nied with an Anvoice in Dúplicate, particular. 
ly specifing the contents of each bag or box, - 
and under the charge of some trust.worthy 
persou ; the Ínvoices should have reference to 
the number vu the bag or box, as well as to 
the amouut, . 

Upen the ascival of Treasure so remitted 
by the Minor Collvctors, the Resideut shalt 
in the fivst instance compare or cause to be 
cempared the Luvoice with tbe Remittance, 
and then proceed to the particular examind. 
tiun of the contents of each bag or box, upon, 
the same principle as above statcd, he shall 
then give his receipt, (if the remittance is 
found correct) at the foot of tho Invoices, 
and return one of them to the person sent in 
charge of the remittance, aud retain the ether 
ia his oflice ‚in the event of his discovering 
any defieiency in the remittancc, he shall 
immediately note it on the Invoices, and graat 
a receipt at the foot for the actual sum only 
received into his Treasury, informing the per 
son remitting of the mistake, and calling upon 
him to inake it good. 

The Resident shalt, if he thinks it necessa. 
Fy, or if he ads any of the Minor Collectors 
repeatedly iuaccurate in their remittanccs, im. 
mediateiy report the same with full explana- 
tions of all the circumstances atteuding the 
case, that Government may take the necessa. 
Fy measures to prevent a rocurrence of such 
ircegularities oe inaccuracies. 


‚In making remittances from subordinate te 


General Treasuries, it shall be the duty of 
the Minur Residents lo separate the Coinage 
and follow the same plan as above ordered 
for tlie conduct of the Minor Collectors in 
Inaking their remittances, and sec that the” 
bags,or boxes are carefully packed, securcd, 
and sealed with tke seal of ofice. 

The Otieers in charge of General Treasu. 
ries shall return one of the Inveices ‘in the 
Saine manner as the Minor Residents. All 
Residents in making remittances to the Ofk- 
cers of Governiaent, not having charge of a 
General Treasury, shall adopt the same plau 
as above specitied, and the OtBcers above ale 
tuded to shall grant reccipts in the same maa. 
ner qo the Invoice. 

In every case where gold or silver may 
be remitted with copper coin, the amount and 
descrip:ien of cach respectively must be meu. 
tioned also in the Invoices.

In issuing money to Iudividaals, the per- 


sons in charge of a Treasury, shall tender tho 

bags or buxes for the sums, marked on them 

respectively, allowing the Individual power” 
to count it if he chuses, under the’ su perine 

tendence of one of the Public Officers. 

In shipping cash for remitlance, the Resi 
dent shall call pou the Captain of the vessel 
ga board of which it may be shipped, to at. 
tend cither in person or by agent for the“ pur. 
pose of seeing the cash examincd and packed, 
—the Invoices beforementioned stall in this 
gase be in Lriplicate, vn each of which the 
Captain shall grant a receipt; oane to be 
deposited with the Resident—one ‘tu bE én. 
closed in the letter wliich accompanies the- re.

MILITARY OPERATIONS 
IN NEPAUL. 
We have already published the official 
account ofthe battle of Seekur Klutrees 


‚but our private Letters, and an cx- 


cellent plan of the seene of action now 
laying before us, enabi-s us to give wone 
interesting partieulars respecting that brui 
Viant affair. Major General Ochtertory 
left Etowndah on the morning cf the sds 
and arrived Withina- mile'of the villuxe 
occupied by the enemy. called S.ckur 
Khutirce on the evening, wliere he hivous 
acked: During the night Kissurce Sing, 
with his detachient, abandoneid that posie 
tion, and retired to Muckwanpore. hé the 
morning of the 28th, Sier David ordered 
Lieut. Tirrell of the 20th with three 
Companies of the 25ih Regiment, amd 40 
men of His majesty’s 67th Regiment to 
ascend the hill. Capt. Vickell aud rene 
tenaunt Piekersgill also ascended to recoie 
noitre the ground, with an escort com- 
mapded by Lieut. Lee, ot H. M. S7th. 
From the village now oecupied byrour 
troops there was a good road wong the 
ridge of she mountain which leads to- the 
Fort of Muckwaupore. The road runs a 
mite anda half 1m an easterly directioi, 
and (en, ala place built. Por traveliers to 
refiesh in, turns to the north about a mile, 
forming nearly a right angle, the third 
side of winch isa vartey.. A little to the 
northward of the refreshing place these is 
& large stoekade which has been vrectel

By one alone the main 
ridge, by the secumt! along the side of (he 
siope and by the others along the valley, 
The march to the attack appears to have 
been conducted with as much judement 
and skill, as bravery, Licut. Pirrel, being 
deprived of the aid of Lieut. Lice’s smail 
detachment, defended his post with astone 
ishing intrepidity, having only a hanlfal 
of men against a thousand, ll he uatore 
tunately fell, Fhe command them dee 
volved upon Lieut. Kerr, of the 21 Bartae 
lou 12h Regt, who gallantiy continued 
tw maintain the South East portion of the 
village uill the arrival ot the Battalian of 
25th, and Light Company of the Siri, 
The contest then beeaine severe.

‘he Enemy in his attempt to retrieve the 
error, displayed extraordinary bolduess and 
d: termination during an obstinate contest 
of five hours, and the cool and steady 
conduct of our troops was never surpassed. 
The loss of the Georkahs is uncertain, hut 
has been estimated at 120 killed and about 
500 wounded, ours, abvut a fourth of that 

number, 

The progress of the Division of the 
Army under the command cf Colonel 
Nicols along the bed of the Raptee had 
been attended by no easualty. Though 
the enemy retired before him, he nevere 
theless found it necessary fo leave at a 
place called Ekoor, a strong deachment 
under Major Lamley, to preserve his 
communications for supplies, Île was 
expected to join the Centre Division about 
{he end of February. The capture of 
the Fort of Haurriarpore destrayed the 
only considerable im pediment in the march 
of the troops of the Ist Brigade to join 
the Major-General. Thus the -Nepaul 
Government found that three Divisions of 
a.powerful Army had penctrated the fron- 
tier and were on the eve of cormmencing 
‘operations against Muckwapore.

We 
lament to state, too, that on some properties 
many negroes have lost thefr lives; and we 
particularly regret. to mention that Mr, J. 
Smith, collecting constable of St. David’s 
with part of his family and negroes, and Mr, 
T. Williams, pound.keeper of the same parish, 
were carried away and drowned by the im. 
petuosity of Yatlahs river: ‘The bodics of 
both these Gentlemen hare been found and 
interred. Scarcely a Negre-hause in the 
above mountains, or in those of St. Andrew 
aud St. Catherine is left sltamding. The stone. 
bridge, erccting at the botanic garden, is des. 
troyed, and not a vestige of it to be secu.—: 
Equally melancholy accounts hate been ree 
ceived from the parishes of St. Thomas in 
the East, Pertland, St. George, and St. 
Mary. It gives us pleasure, however, to 
add, that the north-side parishes, from $t. 
Aan’s downwards, and those to leeward, have 
not suffercd in the same dreadful degree as 
those we have mentioned.”
